The Remarkable Case of Lizzie Collins, 
of Kentucky. 
| Millersburg Cor. Chicago Tribune. | 

The strange ease of Lizzie Collins, a fifteen- 
year-old daughter of William Collins, a weil- 
to-do Bourbon county farmer, who lives about 
four miles from hereon the Buddell’s Mills 
road, is puzzling medical men, and is a re- 
markable example of what is known in mental 
philosophy asa double consciousness. This 
young lady has been delicate since her birth, 
and on the first of last January was 
confined to her bed by a spinal disease, 
superinduced by an over-sensitiveness of 
the delicate nervous system. So acutely sen- 
sitive, indeed, are the nerves of her back and 
legs that the weight of one’s hand laid upon 
the affected parts causes her to scream with 
pain. Dr. D. D. Eads, who has been her 
medical attendant since she was born, says 
that Miss Collins’ normal health is good. Tne 
principal organs of the body—heart, lungs, 
elc.—are sound, and she has a good appetite. 
On one er two occasions since her first illness 
there has been a relaxation of the intense 
nerve-pain, and her back and limbs have so 
far resumed their normal condition that she 
bas been allowed to leave her bed and hobble 
about the house on crutches. 

About six weeks ago Dr. Eads noticed a 
strange phenomenain connection with the dis- 
ase, and cailed in the assistance of other 
medical gentlemen. At infrequent intervals 
—sometimes in the morning, but oftener in 
the early evening—Miss Coliins appears to fall 
into a seomnambulistic condition, marked by a 
complete physical and mental metamorphbo:is. 
‘These changes from one condition to another 
are very sudden. The girl turns on her right 
side, doubles her right arm under her head 
and closes her eves. Her breathing becomes 
labored and spasmodic; a low moaning is 
beard; the muscles about her eyes twitch con- 
vulsively and the corners of her moutho are 
diawnup. Inthis abnormal state the sensi- 
tive nerves appear to become anew sthetized. A 


. brisk rubbing of tre parts affecteu causes her 


no pain, and she has several times leape1 from 
ber bed and walked about the house, seeming- 
ly without effort and without experienciag 
puin. Normally she is unable to put her feet 
on the floor. 

The strangest phase of the disorder, how- 
ever, is the complete mental change which 
takes place. Normally she is avery modest, 
morbidly shy and retiriog young hdy, inte!li- 


gent beyond her years, choice in her lan- 
guage, of adeep, retlective mind,and foad 


of reading the higher class of prose and poe- 
try. While in a somnambutistic state 
mind and manner both undergo a radicai 
change. Sheacts likea child fouror tive 
years of age, talks with aninfantile lisp, is 
erratic, reads nursery rhymes wiih apparent 
delight,and is altogether another person. She 
calis Dr. Eads and wife her pa and ma while 
in this state, aud her real parents grandpaand 
grandma. 

Anott#er condition of the mind occasionally 
develops itselt. She will sometimes call for 
ber books and slate, sud proceed to study her 
Jessons, do difficult sums In arithmetic, write 
letters to relatives, etce.,—all with her eyes 
closed entirely. She recentiv wrote a letter of 
four pages toa relative, and, on readimg it 
over, corrected several misspellod words. She 
is proficient inthe art ef lace-making, and 
manages her needle as deftly inthe somnam- 
bulistic state as when in her normal condition. 
When aroused from her waking sleep she is 
always laughing; and she has no memory of her 
actions in the somnambulistic state. Normal- 
ly she writes with ber right hand; but when 
in asomnambulistie condition she writes with 
her left hand altogether; andin either state 
oe a fine, but very different hand-writing. 

a men have made a careful examina- 
tion of her while in a state of somnambulism, 
and are convinced that her eyes are really 
closed. They say it is anew pnase of nervous 
disease, and thatthere is no analogous case 
laid down in the mediea! books. 

A representative of the Tribune paid a visit 
to Miss Collins to-day. Numerous tests were 
made to discover whether there was any decep- 
tion about her apparent somnambulism, A 
book was held in such a pesition that it would 
haye been impossible for her to see it had her 
eyes been wide open. A page was selected 
at random; without hesitation she read it di-/ 
rectly, and deseribed a wood-cut illustratin 
the story. A neWspaper aiticle was read i 
the same manner. Several articles were scag- 
tered about on the bed within her reach, 
so situated thal she could not see them. \ 
asked to describe these articles, she didS8o in- 
stantly, nnd picked up several when request- 
ed to do so, never hesitating or making a mis- 
take. She successfully solved onapf the com- 
binations of the **15—I4—15” puzzle, moving 
the numbered blocks to their correct poai- 
tions, although she could not even see the box. 
She wrote a letter to a young lady friend, 
holding the pen in her own hand. Every let- 
ter was perfectly formed, and the words fol- 
lowed the ruled tines. Miss Collins bears an 
excellent reputation for truth, is a very pret- 
tv, mteiligent and lady-like little girl, and ap- 
pears to be innocent of any attempt at decep- 
tion.

Clarence E. Davis, whose wives are said to 
inbabit several of the States and the British 
provinces besides, has, it appears, made alife 
mission of piling’ up matrimonial partrner- 
ar ye Incidentaliy be has been a commer- 
cial traveler. He is now in trouble in Chica- 
go, where during the past week he has had 
embarrassing public interviews with three of 
bis wives, while letters from unfortunate wo- 
men in most parts of the country are pourin 
in on the authorities, claiming a share o 
him. Davis was known as a drummer in the 
New York tea trade three yearsago. He 
worked fora firmon Duanestreet and can- 
vassed for customers and wives. One day the 
report waa spread abroad that besides sup- 
porting a wife, formerly Louise Harold, of 
Cincinnati, ard an interesting baby at No. 


387 1-2 Bleeckerstreet he tad been married 
to Lizzie Von Hoogen, of Mal- 
den, Grecne county, and was fur- 


thermore engaged in marriage to Miss Nilson, 
of Kinderhook, N. Y.,and to Miss Jacobia, 
of the town of Ghent, in this State, and alsoto 
a young lady of Stamford, Conn., whose 
brother and a shot-guu were said to be lying 
in wait for Davis in Duane street. This com- 
plication led to Davis’ imprisonment in Lud- 
jJow Street Jail. 
zen, bailed him, and Davis and his Bleecker 
stieet wife, who Mr. Timm, their landlord, 
says firmly believed that shefwas the first wife, 
left the State. The recent developments have 
shown that Mrs. Harold Davis, instead of be- 
ing the first wife, was pretty well alongin 
the list, perhaps number fiveor six in point 
of time. 

Davis’ last matrimonial enterprise was the 
most audacious of the lot, and led to his down- 
fall. Courtship and marriage in their ordina- 
ry forms had _ pos ibly grown monoto- 
nous. At least this time he added a novelty 
by eloping from Quincy, Ill., with Miss Carrie 
Cleveland, a boaruing-school girl of seventeen, 
with whom he had had stolen interviews and 
clandestine correspondence for ayear. He is 
forty-two years old. Miss Cleveland had made 
a confidante of a friend, who found the secret 
too much to keep, and in this way the Cleve- 
land family Jearned who had carried off their 
daughter. {fhe police everywhere were noti- 
ticd to look out. for the runaway couple. 
Davis married Miss Cleveland in Chicago un- 
der an assumed name. An imperative better 
from his Detroit employers called him home, 
and, leaving his bride of a week at a Chicago 
hotel, he hastened to the cottage in Michigan 
where lived a wife of nine vears’ stand- 
ing. This particular Mrs. DaVis says her hus- 
band was never kinder nor more thoughtful 
and devotedto her and her daughter. But 
demands of business intruded, and his em- 
ployers sent Davis East, where, on the 4tn 
inst., he was arrested in Albany on a dispatch 
from Chicago. Then the newspapers spread 
the news, and asit traveled far and wide 
Davis’ hearthstones began to pop into view all 
overthe country. So far there are said to be 
thirteen women who claim an interest in him, 
to say nothing of several matrimonial schemes 
that bave been nipped in the bud and various 


,scrapes that practically debarred Mr. Davis 


from :vbsequent visits to certain parts of the 
land. There bave been several contestants 
for first place, butsofarthe honor seems to 
rest with Emma L. Strong,to whom Davis was 
married in 1861in Indiana. He managed his 
suce.eding ventures with great tact and se- 
ecrecy. Once in bis life the matrimonial yoke 
séems to have galled him,and that was in [S71. 
when after baving bestowed tne name of IDDa- 
vis upon at least two other wémen, he vbtain- 
ed an Indiana divorce from Emma Strong, on 
the ground of cruel treatment, with woich, 
the court records make him sav, he *‘meekly 
and calmly put up, and bore as best he could, 
and as was bis duty, until said defendant ut- 
terly refused to live with him.” In 1864 he 
wis married at Windham, Canada, to Mary 
Abn Madigan, aged eighteen. He took her to 
Jackson, Mich., andforawhuile gravitated 
between two centers of domestic attraction. 
In course of time Davis sent her home to Can- 
ada oua Visit, 8nd the day that made hima 
bappy father found him locked up  jailona 
chai ge of forgery. After bis release, which 
wes soon brought about, Mary Ann Madigan 
ne ithersaw nor heard of bin for four years, 
when she aecidentally met him on a railroad 
train near ( leveland. In the sub- 
sequent hostilities the conductor 
and otbers sided with the woman. ‘The over- 
whelmed Davis was put off the train at Cleve- 
land and taken before a justice of the peace, 
where he admitted that the woman was his 
wile. ,He bought his release by giving hera 
deed to 160 acres of land in Missouri anda 
written pledge to contribute regularly to the 
support of bis wife and son. ‘The deed was as 
worthiess as bis pledge, since he owned no 
lurd, and the deserted woman after tracking 
him to Elkhart, Ind., where he was living with 
Emma L. Davis, abandoned her case. She 
heard nothing more of Davis until this month, 
when sbe sei her ligW@on a Canadian hiil so 
brightly that the Chicago authorities saw it 
and summoned her, as she says, *‘to see justice 
done to a phenomenal villain.’’?’ The third 
link in Davis’s matrimonial chain, so far as 
yet appears, is Miss Maggie Vandecar, whom 
he wurried in Toledo in 1871. She is the De- 
troit spouse to whose home Clarence Eugene 
has been wont to turn as a haven of rest after 
tossing on more or less troubled domestic seas 
in other parts of the country. She has lived with 
him unsuspectiagly for nine years. At first 
she believed the Rewspaper scand:l was mere- 
ly the malice of the woman from whom Davis 
had told her he had once been divurced, but 
her eyes Were opened in Chicago when she 
found her seal-skim saeque adorning the Quin- 
cy bride, and her beoks and pictures in the 
rooms of Miss Cleveland at the Revere House. 
The day that Davis returned, a prisoner, to 
Chicago the Canadian wife made herself 
known, and simultaneously biographical 
scraps from the life of the suddenly famous 
husband began te pour in through the Post- 
ottice. The present residence of Louise Harold 
isnot known. Lizzie Von Hoosen lives in 
Cincinnati. Mr. @€bisman, the ity Marshal 
of London, Ontario, writes to say _that Davis 
und his Detroit ‘wife hived for a fime in that 
town, and that intercepted letters which 
Davis wrote to a young lady there, arranging 
an elopement, led to his precipitate retire- 
ment tothe American side of theline. Affi- 
davits and statements alleging very serious 
indiscretions, inchudingan elopement with 
another man’s wife who subsequently return- 
ed to her husband,came from Wakarusa,Ind., 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., and Oshkosh, Wis. 

Davis is small im stature, and his face is 
lean, prematurely aged and anything but 
prepossessing. His hair and side whiskers 
ule scant and gray. His defense, as far as it 
is developed, is that his Canadian wife con- 
sented to aunion, knowing he had a wife liv- 
d henee their marriage was void; that 
bis#eputed wife in Detroit is not his wife, 
because she had a husband living when she 
mairied him: ignoring bis alleged wives in 
the East and Cincinnati, whose vases have not 
yet been presented in the courts, he claims 
tbat Clara Cleveland is his only legal wife. As 
he has made affidavitsto the statements con- 
cerning hig Canudian and Detroit spouses, 
there women will have him indicted by the 
grand jury of Cook county on Monday for 
perjury as well as bigamy. Davis has waived 
eXumination in the Police Court and has been 
held to await the action of the grand jury in 
$ 8,000 byil.

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THE STRIKERS. 


Another Quiet Day in East 
St. Louis. 


A Police Patrol Established in the Mis- 
souri Pacific Yards. -

The Railroad and Machine Shop Hands in 
Carondelet Tura Out To-Day. 


If the existence of an important strike in 
East St. Louis had not been so persistently in- 
sisted upon in the newspapers one would haréd- 
ly know anything aboutitfrom the situation 
as at present existing across the river. There 
was notthe vsual crowd of men gathered about 
the Relay Depot, and all through the town 
thére was an absence of excitement and in- 
terest which showed that people expected 
nothing very startling to come from the strike. 
Probably a dozen young men were standing 
idly about the switch house and watching the 
bridge trains come and go. The situation has 
changed in no particular since yesterday, and 
none of the strikers appear to be weakening 
on their resolution to hold out tothe bitter 
end. The O.and M. read claims that there 
was no strike in their yards, buta number of 


men out stated to a reporter yesterday and 
again to-day that there were new Inen at work 
in their yards who were not receiving two dol- 
Jarsaday. The strikers have no intention of 
molesting these men in any way, butthey 
claim thxt thev are new men. Some of the 
officers of the O. and M. road stated that they 
had bad no difficulty in filling the places of the 
men tbat had left, and that every pound of 
freight could be handled at once, whether it 
was perishable or otherwise. 


No Trouble, 

Superintendent Stanton, of the. and M., is 
reported as saying that he has had no trouble 
with his men, the usual amount of switching 
being done every day by the regular force of 


men, no additional help being need- 
ed. He is also reported as claiming 
that if there are any men attending the 


strikers’ meetings, and claiming to be from 
the Ohio and Mississippi, they are presenting 
fraudulent claims and perhaps never worked 
torthe road. These assertions the strikers 
deny, and they do not at all accord wit&s those 
of another official of the rorzd who, by his po- 
sition, must know the condition of things. 
When asked the condition of things in the Ohio 
and Mississippi yards a few days ago, here 

plied that six or seven of the men had struck, 
but that enough remained to have things goen 
smoothly for a while, and. that the strikers 
need not hope to make the road accede to their 
demunds by any such a racket as strikes. 


The Missouri Pacific. 

The Missouri Pacitic Road has succeededin 
getting a number ofgmen to work in the 
places of the striking switchmen; and this 
morning when the news came from Caronde- 
lett hat the men at work there had also struck 
for increased pay it was feared for atime that 
some violence might be attempted on the new 
workmen. TheChief of the Police, Mr. Mc- 
Donough, was accordingly notified and a small 
detail of policemen was sent up and posted 


about the Pacific yards. This was meant more 
for noral effectthan anything else, and the 
event proved that there was no occasion tor 
the display. 

Serg. Chapman, of the oflice of the Chiet of 
Police,was usked by a reporter how many men 
had been detailed, and answered that only 
four had been sent out. 

‘*‘Of course,’’ said Mr. Chapman ‘‘no trouble 
at all is apprehended. The men are 
inerely sept up there for moral effect— 
nothing else.. You see the Pacific vards stretch 
along oyer a good deal of roadway, aud four 
policemen would not be abie to do very much 
in case there was anything like 6 disturbance, 

sutthere will be nothing of the sort. The 
men are behaving themselves well.’’

who, while feeling very well about the situa- 
tion on his road, was disinclined to talk about 
the condition of things in the Missouri Pacific 
yards lie stated, too, however, that the 
trouble to-day srose from an apprehension on 
the part of the yardmaster that there would be 
~ e interference with his workmen. AS 
the yards of the Pacific Road lie 
right xubout the Union Depot Mr. 
Shoemaker ought to know as much about the 
situation as any one not employed by the 
road. And his opinion evidently is that no 
violence is to be apprehended. 

Walking up the railroad track toward the 
yardmaster’s office, through the Pacific yards, 
their lifeiess condition became very evident to 
the reporter, who aid not notice more than five 
men atwork between Twelfth and Twenty- 
second streets. At the yardmaster's officea 
person who was addressed as Mr. Noxon 
by a man in the room was found. 
He knew nothing about any policemen having 
been asked for by the road. Did not know 
whether trouble was anticipated or notand ap- 
parently didn’t care. He had heard that there 
was a strike on the road but declined to com- 
mit himself upon — in connection with 
it. He said that Mr. Williams, the yardmaster, 
was at dinner, and pointing out the house in 
which the said gentleman was practically oc- 
cupied, he returned to his seatand his ledger. 

‘‘} am sorry to have troubled you so much,’’”: 
said the reporter. 

‘*You are a reporter, are you not?’’ 

‘*} have that honor,’’ 

‘‘Well, you need’t take the trouble to thank 
metorany information you’ve got from me. 
You’re perfectly welcome to all you can get.’’ 

‘*‘Do you know that is just the remark which 
Frank Pierce, the Mchinney murderer,made?’’ 

Mr. Wilbams was not at his lrouse, and as 
his dinner hour is fixed on a sliding scale, the

The Iron Mountain Strike. 

News reached the city this morning that the 
employes of the Iron Mountain and Southern 
Railway were on the strike, and that after a 
demand for increase of wages and its refusal, 
there was a general quitting of work in the 
several departments at Carondelet and 
De Soto. 

As soon as the rumor became currenta Post. 
DISPATCH representative called at the head 
quarters of the comnpany, cornerot Fifth and 
Market streets, and inquired for the general 
superintendent of the road, Col. A. W. Soper. 
That gentleman not being in, bis first assistaat 
very readily offered to extend any information 
regarding the matter. In relation to the strike 
the gentlemen said thatsome time ago the 
carpenters at Carondelet asked for an increase 
ot pay, aithough the road was paying good 
wages. After consideration Mr. Soper and 
Mr. Haynes concluded to stand a small in- 
crease, which it seems was not (juite satisfac- 
tory. 

To-day at Carondelet there are employed in 
the neighborhood of 100 nen, and so far those 
who have quit me are among the carpenters, 
andatew mechanics and Car repatrers. In 
1877 the men of this road,it will be remember- 


ed, were casily reeonciiled, and 
there is no probability of the 
matter developing into a generalstrike. Only 


@ small number of the lrom Mountain employes 
are Carondelet nen, asthe principal shops of 
the company are at De Soto, and as yetthe 
inen atthe latter place have made no move 
whatever, and itis safe to presume the strike 
will not become general. 

An attorney of the road said that some time 
ago the dissatisfied employes were offered an 
increase otf 5 per cent.

There eigat 
of the old hands out on the present 
strike. Whatterms the 0. & M. men are re- 
ceiviagis not known. The menclaim that 
they are getting the wages demanded by the 
strikers; the officials, however, say they are

This morning nine men arrived atthe junc- 
tion, a place abont half a mile 
north of Eust St.. Louis, from Milwaukee, 
to tuke the place of the strikers in tbe Chicagu 
and Alton yards. Whenthey learned tne true 
condition of things they 1ctused to go to work. 
It is said that they were brought hereunder a 
misrepresentation, justas thethirteen men 
were brought from Terre Haute and Indiana- 
polis to fili places on the Vandalia. 

The Pittsburg Road, running between St. 
Louis and Belleville, conceded last evening to 
the demands, and is now paying $2 per day to 
switchmen and helpers and $75 a month to 
foremen. 

The Vandalia is still holding out and work- 
ing with one or two men. 

The twenty-three men striking on the Mis- 
souri Pacific still hold out, and wlll continue to 
do so until they receive the wages they ask 
for. But little business is being done, there 
being but few cars in the yards.
